On the flat, over brush, or hurdles, 
it’s all the same to Kingsem, that 
versatile son of Tetrameter—Pomona 
which amateur rider W. G. ‘‘Billy”’ 
Jones bought from trainer Randolph 
Duffey for a song last spring. Now 
trained as well as piloted by his pres- 
ent owner, the 7-year-old chestnut 
gelding scored his seventh victory of 
the year and his second straight at 
Laurel on Wednesday, October 11, 
when he led home the veteran Spin- 
ach, from Mrs. Arthur White’s stable, 
Thomas Halliday’s Flying Feathers, 
Mrs. Merrall MacNeille’s Little Dan 
and others over the about two miles 
of the Maryland State Fair’s brush 
course. This happened just four days 
after Kingsem won a dash there on 
the mile and a quarter oval in which 
he defeated such _ representative 
platers as Bar Play, Setemup, Gyral 
and other former winners. 

A maiden when Mr. Jones acquir- 
ed him, Kingsem won his first race, 
a hurdle affair with his new owner 
up, at Aqueduct last June 22, after 
which he finished third to *Brown 
Prince III and Walkaway in the Cag- 
licstro Handicap the same week. 
Again at Aqueduct the last week in 
June Kingsem won the Town Hall 
Hurdle Race, beating Atophan, Plant- 
er’s Punch, Toutmepal, Barricade II 
and others.

Stride With Four 
Straight Stakes 


Imp. Sun Briar Colt In The 
Money After Medicore 
Summer Performances 





One might be so bold as to say that 
Sun Egret, A. C. C. Stable’s 4-year- 
old colt by the great *Sun Briar, has 
definitely come into his own again 
since he returned to Maryland soil, 
seene of his one stake triumph last 
spring and many of his achievements 
as a 3-year-old. After his Harford 
Handicap victory in April, Sun Egret 
went on to mediocre performances 
on New England tracks during the 
summer, then came back to Mary- 
last month to open with his Sus- 
quehanna Handicap triumph, follow- 
ing which he added two more stakes 
in succession in the Prospect and 
Capital Handicaps, then topped all 
off with a fourth straight by winning 
the $7,500 added Laurel Stakes last 
Saturday, October 14. With a field 
consisting of Nedayr, Lady Maryland, 
Montsin, Clodion, Blind Eagle, War 
Minstrel and Rough Time, not one 
of which got within a length and a 
half of him at any time, Sun Egret 
led the entire route, completing the 
mile in 1. 37 4-5, just four-fifths of 
a second off the track record set by 
Jacola a year ago. Clinching his vic- 
tory by full four lengths over Nedayr, 
Virginia-bred son of Neddie, Sun Eg- 
ret added some $7,125 to his yearly 
earnings, which he has increased by 
some $15,925 in the past month. 

Two Marylanders had the dis- 
tinction of being twice in the money 
of the Maryland Futurity Stakes at 
Laurel last Saturday, one being J. W. 
Y. Martin whose Chalamore and 
Abrasion ran first and second, and 
the other the great sire *Challenger 
Ii, daddy of Challamore and W. L. 
Brann’s Yarnith who ran third. This 
six furlong test for 2-year-olds prov- 
ed to be Challamore's first big stake 
and netted the young gelding’s own- 
er an even $4,000. His one other 
triumph in four previous starts was 
in his maiden outing at Havre de 
Grace last spring, though he _ has 
never finished out of the money, be- 
ing twice second and once third in 
his three other starts. 

L. Barker’s Chief Onaway, 3-year- 
old son of the soon-to-be-auctioned 
Audley sire Trace Call, added another 
stake to his winnings last Saturday 
when he ran off with the Lexington 
Handicap at Keeneiand, mile and an 
eighth affair. Chief Onaway’s per- 
formances have been consistent of 
late, as the colt has never been worse 
than third in seven starts since the 
beginning of August. After winning 
at Washington Park on August 3, 
Chief Onaway ran third in his next 
outing to Busy Morn and Visigoth, 
then won two straight, all at the 
same track, was next third to the 
great Challedon and Gridiron in the 
Hawthorne Gold Cup, then won the 
“Hawthorne Handicap and again ran 
third to Challedon and Hash in the 
recent Tranter Stakes, prior to his 
latest win.

*Strolling Player is a chestnut 
horse, 1925, by Grand Parade-Com- 
edienne and thus a half-brother to 
the Derby winner, Call Boy. Gallant 
Mac is a bay horse, 1931, by *Bright 
Knight out of Ethel Gray and thus 
a full brother to Gallant Knight.

Last Thursday, Oct. 12th, was quite 
a day. The meet was at St. Augus- 
tine, the Canadian National Railway 
Station and it was raining and an 
blowing. 
Hounds drew a couple of coverts 
which proved to be blank but as 
they were cast into the woods on top 
of Angle Hill, one Hound spoke and 
then the field viewed the fox coming 
out of the woods and running due 
east. Hounds were on quickly and 
we had a wonderful hunt over simply 
superb country for about half an 


awfully cold wind was 


hour. 

The fox went to ground and we 
had to wait until Peter McKinnon 
and the terriers caught us up. Then 
the terrier was put in the earth. 
Nothing happened so after listening 
to see where they were, we dug 
down and found the fox and terrier 
locked in each others jaws. 


Huntsman Woodward grabbed the 
fox by the neck and Peter, the ter- 
rier. The fox was willing to call it 
quits but the terrier would have none 
of it. Finally they had to force the 
terrier’s jaws open. I have never 
seen anything like it before. The 
terrier’s grip was so strong and he 
was so intent in not letting go once 
he had put his teeth in the fox. 

Huntsman Woodward just pitched 
the fox as far as he could into the 
field and Hounds were on him. The 
fox started running and I was sure 
they would get him, but he gained on 
Hounds at the next fence, which 
seemed to slow his followers up a 


great deal. 


[ was the last of the very small 
field as I had been holding the Hunts- 
man’s horse and when we arrived at 
the next fence, one of our oldest fol- 
lowers, named Mr. L. Mel. Spackman, 
he is 84 years old, lay on the other 
side with a wicked gash in his head. 
He had tried to take a really big 
fence back of our Master, William 
W. Ogilvie. His horse had hit  be- 
hind on the top rail and had pecked 
on landing. Mr. Spackman had come 
down and the horse had struck him 
on the side of his head. I 
handed my horse over to a French 
lad standing there and got to him as 
quickly as possible. We rubbed him 
and kept him warm, with all the 
coats we could grab, the ground was 
wet and it was almost an hour and a 
half before we could move him. He 
is a pretty old man for this sort of 
treatment, but it is good to report 
that he is getting along well and they 
don't expect anything serious. Thirty 
five stitches were necessary to sew 
up the four inch wound. 

Fortunately the fox went to ground 
in the next field, else no one would 


have known that Mr. Spackman was 
down. 

Hounds were out again on Satur- 
day, Oct. 14th. We didn’t do much 
until the last few minutes, when 
Hounds found and we had a short, 
fast hunt. There was an awful gale 
blowing and there was no scent in 
the open. It was very cold. Mr. 
Ogilvie, M. F. H. was not out, in that 
he was busy training men and had to 
take them on a ‘route’ march that 
Saturday afternoon.—D. D.

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Editorials 


FOR THE GOOD OF STEEPLECHASING 








Steeplechasing received an immense boost the past week with the success- 
ful conclusion of the two day Rolling Rock meeting at Ligonier, Pennsyl- 
vania. In the big, hilly country forty miles east of Pittsburgh, there were 
assembled some of the best ’chasers in the game for Wednesday’s and Satur- 
day’s racing to bely any belief that steeplechasing is on the decline. 

Backed up by an individual membership subscription list of 283 people 
paying $50 for their privileges, Chairman of the Race Committee, Richard 
K. Mellon proceeded to put on about as good a show as can be found for 
steeplechase and racing enthusiasts. Mr. Mellon is a grand sportsman. The 
whole manner in which this sporting two day meeting was run, proves the 
great affection that this Pittsburgh gentleman holds for sport. There was 
nothing left undone to complete the sporting picture from the auction of the 
pool on Tuesday night to the hunt on Monday morning at 6:30 given as a 
final gesture to the last of the guests who had come to enjoy a week of sport 
on the 68,000 acre hunting territory. 


Rolling Rock is the sportsman’s paradise. Pheasants are produced in 
great numbers and flush under the horses’ feet as the hunt draws their cov- 
erts; quail and deer are natural inhabitants of the country, and ducks are in 
great abundance coming in to a mountain lake. Foxes are plentiful. Mr. 
Mellon relates how in his first season, fifty six foxes were killed. In as big a 
country as this, such a number is remarkable. Hounds go out regularly. 
The pack is made up of 52 couple of English Hounds, bred from imported 
stock, and Hounds available from the best English packs in this country. 
The day after Wednesday’s Racing, Hounds were out for seven hours. They 
ran three separate foxes throughout the day and broke up one red after a 
hard burst of twenty nine minutes. 


Into this land of sporting days, horses rolled over the mountains from 
every direction. The entries were exceptionally fine, thanks to the coopera- 
tion of Richard Wallach and Racing Secretaries and Handicappers Edward 
Brennan and Fred Parks. There was a $1,000 purse for the Pennsylvania 
Hunts Cup over timber on Wednesday and another $1,000 for the Interna- 
tional Gold Cup the following Saturday. Just to cap the climax, the final 
race of the final day, was so large, that entries had to be divided into two 
divisions and run as two separate events with $500.00 purses to the winners 
of each event. It was an efficient machine that produced the Rolling Rock 
Hunt Racing Association’s two day meeting. There was not a hitch in the 
whole proceedings. The timber fences were not high, but were well built, 
slanted back, constructed solidly. They would not come down. The Brush 
course, laid out with the usual du Pont finesse, jumpers cleared well. In 
their enthusiasm, the crowd was back and forth over the course too much, 
and had to be warned a number of times. If the paddock was placed on the 
same side of the course as the Members Stand, it might help to remedy this 
problem. 


Toolbox, Mr. Mellon’s grand veteran, trained by Jim Ryan, put on a great 
race in the International Cup. The big grey fellow was superb and ran a 
great second to Emil Pfizer’s ’chaser of the year, Farndale. A new timber 
prospect showed his hand, in the Albert J. Davis’ Golden Tower, while Sea- 
farin Dan did the trick on Wednesday. Finally, when 52% couple of Eng- 
lish Foxhounds came over the hill with Fred Hedges, galloping in front of 
the crowd, with the huntsman blowing Gone Away, sportsmen knew they were 
witnessing a great Hunt Meeting. There is not a meeting in the country that 
could not take a page from Rolling Rock’s 1939 book and benefit the cause 
of Steeplechasing thereby. Rolling Rock provided two great racing days, a 
lot of entertainment, some splendid sport. Rolling Rock proved the point, 


that such meetings can be made of sufficient interest to American sportsmen . 


to induce them to ride, race and train steeplechasers and by so doing, main- 
tain one of the most colorful and pleasant sides to the sporting picture in 
America for years to come,

all the running through the tenth 
fence, when Prattler was in conten- 
tion and Farndale had moved _ to 
third, ahead of Toolbox.
